Claims 1 , 5, 6, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Winnick U.S. Patent 2,402,861 . 

Winnick disclosed an amusement device comprising a spherical ball (1 5) that 
defines a diameter; a base (13) having a length up to six inches and at least three times 
as great as the diameter (see Figs. 1 and 2), the base is configured to be held in a . 
person's hand; the ball is inherently rotatably mounted in the base (see Fig. 3) (claim 1); 
a cylinder (16) inherently rotatably mounted on the base; a portion of the cylinder 
protrudes outward from the base (claims 5 and 6); and member (17) is considered a 
lever pivotally mounted on the base. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 4, 7-12, 14-18, 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 21-24, and 26 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
